AARA 10 meter Sprint SSB 


NEW RULES FOR 2008! 


It's once again that time of year for the AARA 10 Meter Sprint! This year's 
event will be the evening of Thursday, December 11 between 7pm and 8pm 
local time (in UTC, December 12 between 0000z and 0100z). Frequencies for 
the Sprint are 28.4-28.5 MHz. Give a signal report 
and your first name (or nickname). Use the same name for every contact. All 
contacts should be made using Upper Side-Band. 


As anyone who has participated in the Sprint in the last few years knows, the 
bottom of the solar cycle can be brutal on 10 Meters. So, to liven things up, 
this year's Sprint includes new rules that allow all stations to be worked again 
and again. 

The new rules specify that if at least 10 minutes have elapsed since you last 
worked a particular station, you may work that station again for QSO credit. 
For example, if W2ABC works K2XYZ at 0004z, they can work each other again 
at or after 0014z. If they find each other again at 0016z and complete a second 
QSO at that time, they can work each other a third time at or after 0026z. 
Therefore, it is possible to work every station up to a maximum of six times 
during the one hour Sprint period. 


If two stations involved in a QSO have clocks that aren't synchronized, it's not 
a problem. Each station must wait at least 10 minutes by his or her own clock. 
Score one point for every valid contact you make, with one exception: your first 
contact with K2CT, the AARA club station, is worth 10 points. 


Your log should record 

1)the time of each complete contact, 

2)the call sign of the station worked, 

3) and the exchange sent to and received from that station (signal report 
and name). 
Also record the points for each complete contact and the total claimed score. Be 
sure to put your own call sign on the log you submit, especially if your log is on 
paper.

DX PROPAGATION: SCIENTIST SAY THAT THE 
NEW SUNSPOTS ARE HERE 

Amateur Radio Newsline™ Report 1633 — Nov. 28, 2008 
Improved band may soon be on their way. 
Scientists say that after more than two years of few 
sunspots, even fewer solar flares, the sun is finally 
showing signs of life. 


David Hathaway is a sunspot forecaster of the 
NASA Marshall Space Flight Center in Huntsville 
Alabama. In his opinion the solar minimum is 
behind us. He said that in October scientists 
counted five sunspot groups,. Hathaway says that 
this may not sound like much, but in a year with 
record-low numbers of sunspots and long stretches 
of spotlessness, five is significant. 


Even more significant is the fact that four of the five 
sunspot groups belonged to Solar Cycle 24. That’s 
the new and long-awaited next installment of the 
sun's 11 year solar cycle. Hathaway says that 
October was the first time sunspots from new Solar 
Cycle 24 outnumbered spots from old Solar Cycle 
23. 


Hathaway adds that this is a good sign that the new 
cycle is taking off. This will be welcome news to the 
ears of hams who have waited a long time to work 
some new and possibly rare DX. (NASA)
